Mr. JOSEPH ROCK, in the absence of Mr. Pryce Jones, was voted 
to the chair. 

Mr. JAMES COOPER (the secretary) read the notice convening the 
meeting, and a letter from Mr. Pryce Jones, expressing regret that 
he was unable to attend the meeting, as he had hoped and intended 
to have done. Mr. Jones added that he had made many sacrifices 
for the mine, and was prepared to do more for it; but if the policy 
of re-construction was not heartily supported by the shareholders it would be 
impossible to goon. In the past year they had raised more ore than in any pre- 
vious year’s working of the mine. He (the secretary) also read the minutes of 
the preceding meeting, with the view of reminding the shareholders of the 
decision which was then arrived at. 

The CHAIRMAN said the shareholders would recollect that at the last meeting 
of the old company it was unanimously resolved that the affairs of the United 
Van Consols and Glyn Company should be handed over to the present com- 
pany. The principal object they had in view was to do away with the different 
classes of shares, and to create shares of one uniform value, and the next thing 
was to re-construct the company as expeditiously and as inexpensively as pos- 
sible.

It would be recollected that the ordinary shares 
in the old company were to be exchanged for shares in the new company, 
subject to a call of 2s, 6d. per share, payable 1s. per share on taking them up 
and three instalments of 6d. each. The preference shares, which had been en- 
titled to a 10 per cent. retrospective as well as prospective dividend, were to be 
exchanged in the proportion of three new shares for two old ones, with the 
same liability as the ordinary shares on two out of the three shares. The 
holders of about two-thirds of the shares had assented to the re-construction, 
whilst the holders of 810/, in debentures had accepted 972 shares. The total 
amount received on the new shares was 1410/. 9s. 6d., in addition to which Mr. 
Cooper had just informed him that nearly 1002. more had been paid in that 
morning. Of course some of those who had assented had not yet paid. The 
debts of the old company, which were taken over, amounted to about 3000/., and 
the monthly cost-sheets for the four months amounted to 1040/.. the costs 
having been reduced to the lowest possible point consistent with the develop- 
ment of the mine and the raising of ore. The royalties and rents paid in the 
four months amounted to 100/., and the interest on the debentures amounted to 
110/, The London expenses were 125/., including the large amount expended 
on printing and postage in connection with the re-construction of the company. 
Ot course the directors had taken nothing for their services. Three parcels of 
ore had been sold, realising 755/., but had the price obtained been anything 
like a fair one they would have met the whole of the expenses out of the re- 
turns. They were thus left with about 800/. towards meeting the debts.

Iron.—There is not much variation in the general state of this 
| market, but in some of the manufacturing centres orders having 
been slightly more plentiful, and consequently there is in such 
| places rather more briskness. In other parts, however, the market 
|is reported flat, particularly at Darlington, where the expected 
stopping of an important works is likely to produce a great deal of distress 
amongst the employed. With regard to prices for manufactured they mostly 
remain steady, but there are very few sellers who are prepared to make conces- 
sions upon current rates, only in such cases where they are very badly off for 
orders, and then only very trifling reductions are made. The tone of the 
market during the last few days has gained further strength, and the feeling is 
evidently becoming slightly more cheerful, that is speaking in general terms, 
for there are exceptions a3 will be githered from our previous remarks. Accord- 
| ing to the following advices from Scotland there is one good feature in the 
market, and that is the continuance of satisfactory deliveries there, which for 
the time of year are considered extremely favourable. 

Another feature, too, which would indicate that the trade is in a brisker con- 
dition than a little time back is the fact that an extra number of furnaces are 
from time to time being put into blast, and yet there is also from week to week 
a sensible reduction made in the public stock. This, as we explained, however, 
a little while back, does not signify that the actual position of the trade has im- 
proved, for that can only be discovered when makers issue their returns show- 
ing the private stocks as well as the public. There is not much business doing 
in makers’ iron, and prices during the week have undergone scarcely any change 
whatever. The Glasgow warrant market opened on Monday last with a fair 
amount of business doing at 47s. 314d., and the price dwindled downto 47s. 144d.; 
but recovered again inthe course of the next day to 47s. 3d, cash, and 244d. 
more for one month. On Wednesday the market was rather active, and cash 
parcels advanced to 47s, 5d.; but was easier again at the close, as buyers would 
not pay more than 47s. 4d. Yesterday there was a large business doing, and 
prices displayed a strong advancing tendency, business for cash being done be- 
ween 47s, 6d. and 47s. 8d., while the closing figure to-day is 47s.8%d. The ship- 
ments last week were 11,614 tons, against 10,739 tons for the corresponding week 
of last: year, or an increase of 675 tons, and which makes the total shipments 
for the whole of this year 84,335 tons, against 79,367 tons for the same time 
last year, and 72,570 tons for the similar period of 1881. There is again another 
extra furnace in blast, making the present total 112; but the public stock has 
been further reduced by 1508 tons, the total now being 592,488 tons. The im- 
ports of Middlesborough pig-iron into Grangemouth last week were 7586 tons, 
against 4897 tons for the corresponding week of last year, being an increase of 
2689 tons, and which leaves a total decrease for the whole of this year compared 
with last of 15,635 tons. 

The advices from Middlesborough show that the Cleveland market is quiet, 
very little business only being carried through. There are a few enquiries in 
the market, but they have rarely resulted in business, and prices have fallen 
to the extent of 9d. per ton, the present quotation for No. 3 being 40s., at which 
figure most makers are ready to enter into contracts, notwithstanding that they 
nominally quote 3d. to 6:1. higher, The shipments for pigs last week were about 
16,000 tons and about 9000 tons of manufactured, but for the month of February 
they are rather small. The demand for manufactured continues culland prices 
easy, common bars ruling at 5/, 15s. to 5/. 17s. 6d., angles at 5/. 10s., ship-plates 
at 6/. to 6/. 2s. 6d., and puddled bars at 753. At Wolverhampton prices for pigs 
are firm, and, notwithstanding that buyers are trying to purchase under ruling 
rates, they meet with little or no success. Derbyshire an@ Wiltshire qualities 
are firmly held for 48s., while some good sales are reported of hematites. Sheets 
continue to rule low, and present rates are said to be unprofitable. Common 
bars are likewise cheaper, and can be bought as low as 6/. at the works. Although 
| the tone upon the Birmingham market is still very quiet, there is, nevertheless, 

reported to be a more encouraging feeling prevalent. The uncertainty of the 
American tariff seems to be affeeting business, as merchants are said to be hold- 
| ing back their orders until the decision of the United States Senate has been 
| given. For sheets there isa rather better enquiry for Australia, and also for 
| consumption orders come in rather more freely. The demand for engineering 
shipbuilding and agricultural iron is fairly brisk, but pig-iron is a shade weaker, 
although manufacturers complain that they are high compared to the value of 
finished iron. 

The report from Sheffield shows that in the heavy branches of the trade there 
is a good deal ofactivity, and many of the mills are briskly occupied, this being 
specially so in the wire mills.

RemMAnks.—There is but slight change to note in the actual state 
of the metal market, but at the same time a better feeling, taken on 
the whole, is beginning to make itself prominent. There is not so 
much of that depression in the tone which has lately been visible, 
nor is there to be seen so great an amount of hesitation on the part 
of buyers to enter into contracts. It is satisfactory also to note that this better 
feeling, although still not very pronounced, yet at the same time appears to bs 
coming general, and not confined merely to one or two metals. It is true that 
in some metals it is more marked than in others, such for instance as in copper, 
iron, and tin, but these are the recognised leading metals, and therefore if they 
once obtain a good start towards recovery the others are almost sure to follow in 
the same course, because the improved tone of the one will in all probability be 
diffused, and make the other also more cheerful, The prospects of the trade, 
however, must not be pictured in too glowing colours, for there is still a good 
deal of uncertainty as to what the future may bring forth, for the lengthened 
inactivily in the trade has reduced it to such a state of manifest depression that 
it must take some time to rouse it from its morbid condition, Following a 
season of such palpable lethargy, when many of the works have had to be closed 
from a want of orders, and even when there remain others so badly off for work 
as doubtless to be obliged to close their doors very shortly, any resuscitation in 
the trade which may occur must almost of necessity be accompanied with fluc- 
tuat'ens of a somewhat important character. This is a view which is very gene- 
rally entertained, and from it we may get an insight into the cause of the delay 
so frequently shown by purchasers to make contracts, as they thereby hope to 
take advantages of the fluctuations when they turn in their favour, and thus 
make their purchases upon more advantageous terms, 

But, upon second consideration, this appears to be rather a risky policy to 
adopt, for, in the first place, it must be remembered that prices are now mostly 
low, and in favour of buyers, and again for the last week or so they have been 
very steady, signifying pretty plainly that sellers have no intention of accepting 
any greatly reduced rates, Of course, a portion of existing stocks may pass into 
the hands of weak holders, and they through absolute necessity be obliged to 
sell at whatever rate is obtainable when their prompts fall due; nevertheless, 
it must be rather dangerous to hold off with this view when the majority of 
holders are firm in their quotations, and by no means indisposed to buy all 
second-hand lots offering at cheap rates; and, further, even supposing this to 
have a temporary influence upon prices for the raw material, it is hardly likely 
to have any affect upon quotations for manufactured, and consequently it does 


not seem expedient for consumers and shippers of the latter to delay their pur- | 


chases on that account, Again, with any revival in the demand, prices would at 
first, if they moved at all, advance, and whatever fluctuations might take place 
afterwards, it is rather doubtful whether they would even touch the present low 
rates, much less anything below, and, therefore, purchasers of the raw material 
too are not likely to gain much advantage by holding off the market. Taking 
all things into consideration, it seems that we have still to wait for a thorough 
and general resuscitation, although a revival seems as though it were begin- 
ning to spring up, an increased demand appears to be arising, bona fide buyers 
are more ready to pay current rates, the Indian Exchange is tending more favour- 
ably for business, and already orders have been more plentiful, while speculators 
are narrowly watching the markets, and, as is not unfrequently the case on the 
eve of a revival. are commencing to operate in several of the principal metals. 

CoppreR.—The amount of business that continues to be done in 
this metal is rather restricted, both for speculation and consumption, 
nevertheless for shipment there has been rather more enquiry, and 
the better Indian exchange has enabled merchants to place a mode- 
rate number of orders for manufactured. Buyers and sellers’ idea 
of prices have been more on a par, and purchasers have been only too ready to 
avail themselves of ony slight reduction in price that sellers may have been dis- 
posed to entertain. This slightly extra buying for export has implanted a shade 
more tone; nevertheless, speculators have been rather backward in making con 
tracts, and the fallin the Bank rate yesterday was not accompanied with any 
exira cheerfulness in the prevailing feeling in this market, and prices remained 
steady for Chili bars at previous rates. From the foregoing remarks this may 
appear strange; but at the same time the market can be looked at from differ- 
ent pointsof view, and having touched upon the favourable features, we have 
now to look upon the adverse points, for to consider both sides is the only way 
to obtain an accurate idea of the actual state of the market. In the first place, 
then, there is the great quietitu te approaching, almost to stagnation in general 
trade, and of which copper forms no exception, notwithstanding the little 
better business that may have been done this week in some descriptions. 

Then, again, the statistics of Chilian produce which have just been published 
are not satisfactory, as they show the imports during the past fortnight to have 
been 1700 tons, and the deliveries 1240 tons, against 1138 tons and 1465 tons re- 
spectively for the same time of last year, while the imports of other kinds of 
copper forthe same period have been 2224 tons, and the deliveries 1711 tons, 
against 1176 tonsand 879 tons respectively.

CERTIFICATED MANAGERS OF MINES. 


A good many mining engineers just now are greatly exercised 
with respect to the judgment given recently by Lord COLERIDGE 
with respect to the interpretation of the 26th section of the Mines 
Regulation Act of 1872, special reference to which was made by the 
President of the Midland Institute of Mining Engineers, at the 
meeting at Leeds on Thursday last. The President suggested that 
the subject should be brought forward at the next meeting to con- 
sider the decision come to by Lord CoLertIpGE, which has a most 
important bearing on the position of a considerable number of mining 
engineers in all parts of the kingdom. The appeal of PLANT »v. the 
CHEADLE VALLEY COAL AND IRON COMPANY, and the judgment 
given in connection with it, bears out the views we have several 
times expressed with respect to the section of the Act of Parliament 
relating to the appointment of the managers of mines. On the 
occasion of an explosion which took place in the West Riding of 
Yorkshire, resulting in the deaths of a considerable number of 
miners, it was proved before the coroner's enquiry that the certifi- 
cated manager was several miles away from the scene of the catas- 
trophe when it occurred, seldom visited the place, gave instructions 
as to the working operations to be carried on from the reports re- 
ceived at his house or office from the underviewer, and also held 
certificates as manager of several other mines. This system has 
become pretty general, and it has been held by the parties interested 
in it that one engineer can hold any number of certificates, and so 
become the manager of several mines. This, we have contended, is 
opposed to the correct reading of the Act of Parliament, and our 
views have been confirmed by the judgment of Lord COLERIDGE in 
the decision in the appeal case to which we have alluded. His lord- 
ship held that it was the duty of the manager in charge of a mine to 
be constantly either in the mine itself or on the surface, so that in 
the event of anything taking place requiring prompt action he would 
be ready to take the direction. Consequently no manager holding a 
certificate could absent himself from the mine in his charge, and 
could, therefore, only hold one certificate. This, of course, is the 
material Seay which will affect a good many gentlemen, as it will 
prevent them from holding a plurality of certificates ; but it is evi- 
dent that the management will be best where an experienced and 
intelligent mining engineer hasonly one mine to look after instead 
of half-a-dozen or more.

There is to be a manager for every mine to which the Act applies, 
and not one manager for ever so many mines. Such is the interpre- 
tation of Lord CoLERIDGR, and as it does not appear it will be ap- 
pealed against we certainly think it ought to be carried out to the 
full extent. If it is, no doubt it will affect the emoluments of those 
gentlemen who have contravened the Act by holding several certi- 
ticates, but who have by so doing kept a good many mining engi- 
neers of experience and ability out of employment. There is no 
dearth at the present time of able mining engineers, and our new 
colleges and other educational mining establishments will now con- 
siderably increase the number, so that it would be most unfair to 
allow the monopoly of certificates to be continued longer, seeing 
that it is opposed to both the letter and the spirit of the Act of Par- 
liament, as it is also opposed to the interests of the mining profes- 
sion. The working miners, too, would be more satisfied with know- 
ing that there was a manager always on the ground to superintend 
the working operations than they would be when they knew that they 
were acting under the superintendence of a deputy taken from their 
own body, without any scientific knowledge with regard to guses or 
ventilation. 

As we have previously stated, there is evidently no intention to 
question the legality of the decision come to by Lord CoLERIDGE, 
therefore we consider the law from his point of view should be en- 
forced without much delay, for, as the President of the Midland 
Institute remarked in calling attention to the subject, that if the 
decision given was good an Act of Parliament would be required to 
alter it. But, we believe, were any attempt made to allow of mining 
engineers holding certificates for more than one mine it would not 
find a dozen supporters in the House of Commons, whilst it would 
meet with the strongest possible opposition from the representatives 
of the working miners throughout the kingdom, and through them 
from the Trades Association's Parliamentary Committee, which has a 
considerable amount of influence. 

But few of our mineowners are probably aware of the risks they 
are running in not carrying out the provisions of the Act of 1872,

THE PRODUCTION OF COAL. 
MINERS’ WORKING AND WAGES. 


From returns just received it appears that the quantity of coal 
raised in 1882 was 156,500,000 tons, being an increase of 2,313,000 
tons over the previous year. This would show that the consumption 
and production at home have nearly balanced each other, seeing that 
the’ output in 1881 was 7,217,300 tons more than in the previous 
year. So far as household consumption is concerned, it is evident 
that advantage has been taken of every improvement calculated to 
minimise the quantity used for ordinary purposes, whilst so far as 
regards the expenditure of fuel for the smelting of metallic ores the 
lowest point has not yet been reached, but greater efforts will now 
be made in that direction by the attempts being made by the miners 
to advance the price of coal. From the same cause also we may ex- 
pect that more favourable systems of working coal will be adopted, 
for it is admitted that} notwithstanding considerable improvements 
in the general system of coal mining, and the utilising of slack and 
dust for coke-making and other purposes, yet a good deal of the 
material is wasted by bad working and carelessness. There does 
not appear any reason why by the various modes of working coal 
there should be a loss of from 10 to 15 per cent., as is the case, 
for pillars are left standing that should be carried away, and exten- 
sive barriers are left against the influx of water owing to the want of 
reliable plans by which the exact boundaries could be determined. 
But we have the fact of a marked diminution in the increase during 
last year, and it is by no means improbable that this will continue 
to be the case for some years to come until the output becomes sta- 
tionary for a time, to be followed by a gradual decrease in the drain 
upon our reservoirs of fuel. 

The miners are now doing all they can to bring this about earlier 
than would otherwise be the case, and they will, of course, be the 
sufferers in the long run, for they are not guided by the light of 
past experience. They complain that there is an excess of produc- 
tion over consumption, and that the latter must be diminished to a 
marked extent for their benefit. No doubt there are now more coal 
mines than are actually required to meet our home and foreign re- 
quirements, but for this state of things the miners have only them- 
selves to blame. A few years ago, when the productive power of 
the country was not equal to the demand, they decreased the output 
whilst enjoying exceptionally high wages, and so caused the opening 
out of new coal mines in nearly all parts of the kingdom ; and they 
now complain of the result brought about by their own conduct. 
Indeed, they are now attempting to initiate the same policy which 
has been so injurious to themselves as well as theiremployers. That 
this has been the case we need only draw attention to the quantity 
of coal raised per man during the last 10 or 12 years to bear out the 
remarks we have made. The following figures show the quantity of 
coal raised yearly, the number of persons employed in and about the 





mines under the Coal Mines Act, the output per man, and the price 
of the best coal over the ships’ side in the Thames.

ports of the Bessemer Steel Trade in 1882, and of the production of 
Open Hearth Steel in the same year, prepared under the auspices of 
the British Iron Trade Association, by Mr. J. 8. JEANS, the secretay 
The total production of Bessemer steel ingots in the United King. 
dom in 1882 was 1,673,649 tons, which is an increase of 231,930 tone 
on the production of the previous year. This increase is, howeyor 
165,407 tons less than that of 1881 on 1880, the latter haviog been 
the greatest advance made in any one year in the history of the 
|trade, In 1882 the total production of Bessemer steel rails in the 
| United Kingdom was 1,235,785 tons, an increase of 212,045 tons on 
| the production of 1881, against an advance on the latter year of 
| 283,830 tons on the production of 1880. Of the total quantity of 
ingots produced in 1882, 74 per cent. were manufactured into rails 
against 70 per cent. in each of the two years 1881 and 1880, Ip 
1882, therefore, the proportion of rails to ingots was 4 per cent. more 
than in either of the two preceding years. Appended are statisticg

The greatest increase of production appears in the South Wales 
district, where it amounts to 98,430, or 26 percent. In the pre. 
ceding year South Wales produced 76,423 tons of ingots more than 
in 1880, the aggregate increase of production within two years 
having been 174,853 tons. During 1882, the Tredegar Company, in 
South Wales, have commenced to manufacture Bessemer steel with 
two converters, which are calculated for an aggregate annual output 
of about 70,000 tons. Cleveland has followed South Wales with an 
increase of 61,938 tons on the output of 1881. In the latter year 
the output was 120,986 tons larger than in 1880. Within two years, 
therefore, the output of Bessemer steel in this district has been in. 
creased by 182,924 tons. In 1880 Cleveland and South Wales 
unitedly produced 452,233 tons of ingots, or 43 per cent. of the whole 
output of the country. In 1882 their production was 810,010 tons, 
or 49 per cent. of the whole. The production of Bessemer steel rails

able decrease in the output per man from 316 tons in 1871 to 291 tons. | 
Notwithstanding the fact that owing to the high wages paid to miners 
many men from other businesses went into the mines, the number 
having increased from 418,088 in 1872 to 512,199 in 1873, yet with this | 
marked addition to the number of men employed in and about the 

mines the individual output decreased from 201 tons to 243 tons. | 
Now, had the men in 1873 raised as much per man as was the case 
in 1872 they would have got 4,046,773 tons more than they did. | 
But the high wages led the men to work only four or five days a 

week, and so long as the output was kept down so long were high | 
wages and profits maintained. But a day of reckoning was fast 
approaching, induced by the high rates charged for coal and the 
limitation of the output on the part of the miners. Companies were 
formed and some millions of capital were invested for the purpose 
of purchasing old collieries and opening out new ones, so that in the 
course of a very few years there was more coal produced than was 
required. In fact, the productive power of the country has increased 


} 


1872 and 1873, and for this no persons are more to blame than the 
miners themselves, for it will be seen by a reference to the figures 
we have given that they worked more or less according to the wages 
they received, and these were in a great measure regulated by the 
price of coal itself. As an illustration of this, if the year 1873 is 


whilst in 1882 it only required 501,000 workmen to get 156,500,000 
tons. This shows plainly the effect that wages has upon the indi- 
vidual prodaction, and it need scarcely be said that if the miners 
had worked anything like as hard in 1873 as they did in 1882, they 
would now be in a very different position to what they are, for there

It will be noted that during 1882 Scotland has more than doubled 
the production of open hearth steel. This is due mainly to the de- 
mand on the spot for open hearth steel plates, of which more than 
150,000 tons were produced during the year.

THE GOLD FIELDS OF GUAYANA. 
THE CENTRAL CALLAO GOLD FIELDS, 


We have already drawn attention to these important mines, situate 
in the heart of the Caratal Gold Field of Guayana. The properties 
have hitherto been held (like El Callao) by a group of Guayaran 
merchants, and one of the mines (Lus Frailes) has always been re- 
garded as one of the most important in the district. In order to 
develope the Central Callao properties more rapidly, it has been 
decided to transfer them to an English company, but so high an 
opinion have the proprietors formed of their value, that they have 
only consented to the transfer on condition of receiving the whole 
of the purchase-money in shares of the new company. The proper- 
ties are held under four concessions, having about 95 years to run, 
and eomprise together about 700 acres. They are known as the 
Los Frailes Mine, which covers an area of 409 acres, and is ad- 
joined by El Callao and Callao Bis on the north; the Union and El 
Tigre Mines on the east, the Sosa-y-Mendez Mine on the south, and 
the Panama Mine on the west, being, in fact, in the centre of the 
Callao district. The noted Callao lode, which runs north and south, 
traverses the property for about 14 mile in length. Very strong 
outcrops of this important lode have been opened upon at two or 


three places, showing an excellent appearance, some of the quartz | 


being rich in visible gold. This lode will now be developed in depth. 

THE Los FrRAttes Lopre.—To this vein, which runs east and 
west, and is considered to be the largest and one of the richest in 
the Caratal district, the operations have hitherto been principally 
confined.

The plaintiff, through his late London agent, Mr. Walter Morre, 
agreed for the defendant to load one of his (plaintiff's) trucks with 
Talk-o’-the-Hill coal, and consign to him at Herne Hill, and for 
which he paid defendant at the date above mentioned, and which 
he now asserted his customer had never received ; and in support of 
his case Mr. Morre was called, who deposed that in November, 1874, 
he received Mr. Eveson’s instructions to order a truck of coals, to be 
loaded by Mr. New, at %s. 9d. per ton at the pit, which was Is. 3: 
per ton less than he (the plaintiff) could purchase it at the colliery, 
and that the defendant had carried out these instructions, the de- 
fendant also paying the railway rate, as the plaintiff had no account 
with the North Staffordshire Railway Company. The Judge ruled

Maipaso, Dec. 19,—The Orita Mines consist of very extensive alluvial deposits 
| of auriferous gravel. The gold dust is so evenly distributed throughout the 
} whole of this gravel that there is little fear of running short of it ; indeed, when 
| the conditions under which a gravel mine is being worked are known, it may be 
| predicted with very fair accuracy what each month’s runjis likely to produce. 
The mines are to be worked by the hydraulic process, the qualifications for 
which I place in the following order :—1st, a good outlet of steep declivity down 
which to dispose of all tailings and refuse from the mine; 2nd, an ample supply 
of water to carry off the gravel and all the boulders found in it ; and 3rd, gold. 
Strange though it may seem, the latter is of little value without the two former. 
Orita isin every way favourably situated for hydraulic mining. Its outlet, 
though not first-rate, is by no means a bad one, and its short comings are amply 
made up for by its abundant water supply. The River Medina, which flows 
within three miles of where it is intended to begin the operations, contains 
probably more water than was ever laid on to any single mine, and it is situated 
at such an elevation as will afford as much pressure or fall into the mine as 
could possibly be desired, and if the whole of the river be brought into the mine 
it will make its own outlet, There is nothing to prevent the whole of the water 
being brought in, either by canal or pipes, and upon the way in which this is 
done the success or failure of the mine will chiefly depend. Gold appears to be 
distributed throughout the gravel to the value of about 12 or 13 cents to every 
cubic yard, which is undoubtedly rich, and is of the same quality as that of the 
two adjoining mines, which will enable me further on to draw comparisons. 

Another inaispensable item in all hydraulic mines is timber, and this of ex- 
cellent quality abounds all over the Orita estate (about 5760 acres), and will last 
almost an indefinite number of years, It is, therefore, my belief that all that 
is required to make the mine 4 success is to bring in the whole of the Medina, 
which contains certainly not, less than 3500 miners’ inches of water, (Note.—A 
miners’ inch is the amount of water which, under certain conditions, will flow 
through an inch hole in 24 hours. This may be taken to be equal toa discharge 
of 2230 cubic feet, or 13,897 gallons per day of 24 hours; and thusit may be seen 
that the Medina is capable of supplying at leasi 8,639,500 gallons per day.) I 
will now proceed to compare the actual results obtained at the neighbouring 
mine of Malpaso with those which may be expected at Orita. For the last nine 
months [ have been connected with the Malpaso Mine, and the following 
particulars will show the returns being obtained. In an ordinary year there are 
about 294 days on which the water is running in the mine, and about 71 days 
on which the water is wholly or partially turned off.
